When asked to describe her 
marriage, Margaret said, 
“We've had a lot of happiness. 
A lot of very happy times." 

The couple met in Lincoln 
Park, where she worked for the 
telephone company, and he for 
Arlington Garage. They would 
pass one another on the way to 
work. Eventually, Bert asked 
Margaret out and the rest is 
history. Margaret received her 
father's blessing, “He felt Bert 
was a pretty nice guy," and the 
couple was married at St. Leo's 
Church in Detroit on April 18, 
1928.

Millage will be 
on June ballot

The voters may have re- 
jected two property tax propos- 
als last week but members of 
the Romulus Board of Educa- 
tion are not yet defeated. The 
board members voted to rein- 
state the proposals on the June 
school board elections ballot at 
the regular meeting Monday 
evening. 

Joel Carr, assistant superin- 
tendent of finance and opera- 
tions for the district, explained 
at the meeting that the rejec- 
tion of the two proposals might 
have occurred because of the 
wording which appearead on 
the ballot. 

According to Carr, renewals 
are much easier to get 
approved by voters than issues 
that say “increase" and “addi- 
tion al” as did the proposals on 
the ballot. “When you read 
the issues, the proposals 
appear to be an increase in 
taxes but they aren't. We will 
reduce the debt levy by the 
amount we increase the operat- 
ing levy," Carr said. 

Still another reason for vot- 
ing the proposals down might 
be the reassessments on prop- 
erty taxes for some taxpayers, 
according to Carr. Those indi- 
viduals might have thought 
that their taxes would be raised 
further but the schools actually 
get less state aid when proper- 
ty valuations go up, he noted. 

Carr explained that the prop- 
osals would have increased the 
operating millage by 4.5 this 
year but at the same time re- 
duced the debt millage by 4.5. 
Starting in 1989, the second 
part of the proposal wouuld 
have increased the operating 
millage by 2 mills and reduced 
the debt millage by 2 mills dur- 
ing three years. In effect, there 
would be fund transfer taking 
place rather than a hike in 
taxes, he said.

"The rejection of the propos- 
als does not affect state aid 
coming into Romulus schools 
but the increase in millage 

effort on the part pf the tax- 
payers (if the proposals are 
approved) will bring a slight in- 
crease in state aid," Carr said- 

“The defeat says we don't 
get the increased revenue from 
taxes that could be used to pay 
off (the $1.1 million) debt, 
Carr said. “If we don't get an 
increase in millage we are 
under pressure to reduce prog- 
rams in order to eliminate the 
increasing accumulated de- 
ficit." The school district has 
to either raise revenue or cut 
expenses or the deficit will in- 
crease to $1 ,3 million next year, 
according to Carr. 

The only avenue that can be 
taken by the school district at 
this poiint is to raise revenue by 
the fund transfer because the 
budget cannot be reduced with- 
out making major cuts, he said. 

As it is, the deficit keeps 
growing because expenses con- 
tinue to increase and the re- 
venue coming into the district 
does not. The school district is 
having a hard enough time 
trying to keep employee salar- 
ies competitive by gradual in- 
creases without having to 
make further cuts, Carr said. 


Police report robbery reduction

Armed robberies in the city 
of Romulus during the first 
quarter c/ 1988 have decreased 
compart ^tothefirstquarterof 
1987 accorW.: to police statis- 
tics. 

According to police reports, 
nine armed robberies occurred 
from January through March 
of this year involving five 
businesses, one individual and 
three residences. Three 
arrests have been made to 
date. 

There were 19 armed robber- 
ies in the first quarter of 1987 
involving 12 businesses and 
seven individuals. Four arrests 
were made last year. 

Crime Prevention Officer 
John Smagner has been active- 
ly involved in making the com- 
munity a wa re of preca utiona ry 
measures that can be taken to 
discourage robbery. 

Smagner has worked with in- 
dividuals, groups and 
businesses around the com- 
munity to teach them preven- 
tive measures and also what to 
do during and after a robbery. 

Preventive measures, 
according to Smagner, can be 
as simple as having good light- 
ing inside and outside an estab- 
lishment, Security cameras 
are an excellent preventative 
measure and thead vertise- 
ment of security measures and 
cash-handling policies are also

thing to remember is 
to do exactly what the 
robber says.

effective, according to Smag- 
ner, Employers are also en- 
couraged to have more than 
one person working the late 
shift if possible. 

Because most crimes occur 
at night is is also wise to have a 
system designed to separate 
employees from patrons at 
night. In hotels, lobbies should 
be closed after a certain hour 
and transactions should be 
made through security win- 
dows, In 24-hour gas stations a 
similar system should be insti- 
tuted, Smagner said 

Employees should also be en- 
couraged to call the police at 
the first sign of suspicious peo- 
ple, Smagner said. 

One of the best methods of 
preventing crime is for 
businesses to make employees 
aware of what to do in case of a 
robbery. 

“The number one thing to 
remember," according to 
Smagner, "Is to do exactly 
what the robber says. Nothing 
more and nothing less." 


"If the robber wants the 
money from the cash register, 
do it. Do not, however, reach 
for money in a safe because the 
unexpected movement could 
cause the robber to panic and 
think you are reaching for the 
alarm or a gun," Smagner 
added. 

During a robbery a victim 
should try to take in as many 
details about the robber as 
possible. A complete descrip- 
tion of the robber, from the hair 
down to the shoes, is extremely 
helpful, Smagner stressed. 

After the thief leaves, a rob- 
bery victim should phone the 
police immediately, even if 
they have an alarm. “Some- 
times the alarm doesn't go off 
and the police can help quicker 
if they are called directly," 
There is a delay from the alarm 
reaching the alarm company 
and the alarm company notify- 
ing the police. “Time is of the 
essence," Smagner said. 

Romulus has experienced 
some difficulties due to the lack 
of a 911 number, Smagner 
noted, but said that an emer 
gincy number would be oper- 
able by the end of the year. 

Presently, 911 calls go to the 
Wayne police who contact 
Romulus. The most effective 
action is to call the police 
emergency number (941-1111), 
Smagner said. 

Because time is of the ess- 
ence in a robbery the victim 
should also try to get the

Trucker is convicted 
of cruelty to animals 

A tow truck driver who threw a dog 
into Belleville Lake last November has 
been convicted of cruelty to animals and 
sentenced to 10 days on a work detail. 

According to Belleville Police Chief 
Willard Dockter, the case was brought to 
trial at the 34th District Court in Romu- 
lus following a lengthy investigation by 
the Humane Society, The man, sentenced 
April 19, is William Block, of Westland, 
He was also was fined $305 plus $200 in 
court costs, according to the Belleville 
police chief. 

Witnesses reported seeing Block throw 
the dog over a Moo thigh fence on the De- 
nton Road Bridge into the lake, Two men 
who were at the scene rescued the dog 
from the water and brought it to the Bel- 
leville Police Station where they filed a 
report of the incident. 

The witnesses were able to identify the 
tow truck which Block had been driving 
and police traced him to the Canton- 
based firm where he worked. The owner 
of the company confirmed that the same 
dog had been seen on the premises prior 
to the incident and that the tow truck 
driver had taken the dog with him to Bel- 
leville to make a pickup. 

Chief Dockter said the dog has been 
placed in a new home.

Students get special lesson in self awareness

Students at Romulus High 
School took a time out from 
classes last Thursday to con- 
front problems facing teens in 
society today. 

The Self-Awareness Day 
activities gave students the 
opportunity to learn more ab- 
out themselves by attending 
sessions which dealt with the 
frustrations of bei n g a 
teenager. 

Each student selected three 
areas of interest and went to 
classes taught by professionals 
from throughout the Detroit 
area. Topics of discussion in- 
cluded suicide, running away, 


family problems, teenage sex- 
uality and pregnancy discus- 
sions, drug abuse, dating, rape, 
racism and teen eating dis- 
orders. 

After attending three ses- 
sions, students filled out eva- 
luation sheets about the ses- 
sions they attended and were 
asked for suggestions on im- 
proving Self-Awareness Day. 

About half the students at the- 
high school also attended a self- 
motivation seminar conducted 
by LLoyd Preston, a life scien- 
ce and health teacher at Frank- 
lin Junior High School in the 
Wayne West and School Dis- 
trict 

Preston immediately got the 
attention of the crowd by begin- 


ning his seminar shouting, “I 
feel good! I feel great!'* He 
then had the students stand up 
and repeat the statement. 

Preston talked about the 
goals of individuals. 4 'Life is 
not a game of chance or luck. 
Life is a game of choice. You 
will spend your life by those 
choices that you make. There 
are no time outs, no substitu- 
tions and the clock is always 
running. " 

Preston told the students, 
"Your life is going to be made 
up of the choices you make and 
the choices you are making 
right now are going to deter- 
mine what you will be doing 
with (the rest of your life)/' 

According to Preston, there 


are four kinds of people, the 
spectators, the losers, the win- 
ners, and the double-winners. 

The spectators are the people 
who watch life being played by 
others and do not want to par- 
ticipate. 

The losers are the people who 
choose never to get involved 
and never attempt a challenge. 

The winners are the people 
who would, in Preston's words, 
"step on an old lady's hands to 
get to the top of the ladder,' * 
and want to win at any cost. 

The double winner is what 
people should strive to be. The 
double w inner is a person who 
helps someone become a win- 
ner and by doing that, becomes 
a winner himself. 


Youths who do not have 
someone to be their double- 
winner become desperate. Out 
of that desperation comes 
several problems teens have to 
deal with, most notably 
suicide, Preston said. 

Preston told the filled au- 
ditorium that suicide is “a 
permanent solution to a tem- 
parary problem/' He added 
that "you can never go back/" 

Preston concluded his talk by 
telling the students in attend- 
ance that they were 4 'unrepeat- 
able miracles." He then chal- 
lenged each and everyone to go 
out and use their specialness to 
"be a friend of others. Be a 
double-winner,"

license and make of the thief's 
car and the direction in which it 
was going. 

Many business owners send 

their employees to Smagner’s 
crime prevention classes to 
learn what to do in case of a 


robbery. The employees are 
taught to distinguish between 
different types of guns and 
other weapons.

victims are told to write down 
every detail about the robbery 
and the robber as soon as possi- 
ble after the crime takes place, 
Smagner said. 

Xtie most frequent robbery 
sites have traditionally been 
gas stations, according to 


Smagner. Lately, however, 
hotels are also being victi- 
mized. Smagner said ibis was

1 ‘Cleaning up our environment, 
especially the areas that present 
a serious threat to the public’s 
health, safety and welfare, 
should be our top priority,’' Hart 
said. "The Rouge River is one of 
the most polluted rivers in the 
state and deserves immediate 
attention. If we start to address 
this pollution problem today, this 
natural resource may be enjoyed 
in the future, and our environ- 
ment will be much safer to live 
in,” 

The DNR investigation will in- 
clude the evaluation of contami- 
nants within the river, identifica- 
tion of the source of the contami- 
nants and list of feasible re- 
medies for the affected river sys- 
tem, according to Gary Klepper, 
of the state DNR.

‘Mystery selling’ of 
county land studied

The issue of county-owned 
land being placed on the auction 
block because of delinquent 
taxes is still under study, 
according to Wayne County Ex- 
ecutive Edward McNamara, 

It recently came to the atten- 
tion of county commissioners 
that county-owned land was 
being put on the tax rolls of va- 
rious communities. After three 
years of unpaid taxes, the com- 
munities are putting the prop- 
erties up for sale as part of the 
annual delinquent tax sale. 

George Cross, a staff attor- 
ney for the commissioners, 
said such action is not in viola- 
tion of any law, 

"Michigan law permits com- 
munities to put this land on the 
tax rolls,” Cross said. 

The commissioners express- 
ed concern that county land 
would be gradually whittled 
away and charged Executive 
Officer Edward McNamara 
with taking inventory of the 


properties and determining 
which are in danger of being 

sold. 

In a message to members of 
the committee on ways and 
means, McNamara said he is 
taking steps to prevent county- 
owned property from being im- 
properly taxed and. in cases of 
legitimate taxation, is either 
promptly paying the taxes or 
re-evaluating the status of the 
property. 

Cross said McNamara pas- 
sed on a letter stating that he 
was entering into negotiations 
with various communities but 
was not sure where things stood 
to date. 

Telephone calls to the execu- 
tive’s office were not returned. 

Cross said most of the prob- 
lem is the product of past admi- 
nistrations rather than McNa- 
mara’s. A property owner has 
three years to pay the taxes, 
before the property is put in the 
delinquent tax sale, staged 
each May.

LASER AND 
WOMEN’S HEALTH

There is a new LASER technique 
available to treat various female diseases 
and to repair reproductive organs 
without open abdominal surgery, It s s 
called LASER laparoscopy, 

LASERS already have an extensive 
application in research, military and 
industry. They have been and are 
continuing to be used more and more in 
several fields of medicine as well. 

LASERS have been used in the treat- 
ment of infertility and endometriosis 
for some lime, but the procedures 
required opening the abdominal cavity. 

The development of a laser laparo- 
scope — a long, thin tube with L ASER, 
lights and lenses — eliminates the need 
for a large incision on the abdominal 
wall, the invasion of the abdominal 
cavity, and the possible complications 
associated with it. 

As a result, the treatment is less 
dangerous, less painful, less expensive, 
and, as in an outpatient procedure, does 
not usually require a lengthy hospital 
stay Moreover, the patient is generally 
able to resume normal activity within 
one to two days, and return to her job 
after only a brief interruption. 

In the often called "keyhole” surgery, 
the laparoscope enters the abdomen

through a half-inch incision below the 
navel allowing the gynecologist to 
visualize the internal organs. 

The gynecologist can examine the 
ovaries, the tubes, and the outside of 
the uterus for adhesions, endometriosis, 
or scarring. Then, he or she can treat 
diseased tissues and tubal obstructions 
by LASER, 

When the laser and the laparoscope 
are used together, they make a powerful 
surgical toot. A gynecologist can reach 
areas that would be difficult to reach 
with standard tools such as surgical 
knives and scissors. Using LASER 
through a laparoscope, the physician 
can not only reach but also treat 
diseased areas without damaging the 
healthy surrounding tissue, 

LASER laparoscopy, as a rule, 
requires less time than conventional 
surgery. Therefore, it is safer because 
less anesthesia time is needed. 

Another added benefit of laser 
surgery is that it is done with the help of 
a video camera. Therefore, the entire 
operation can be recorded on videotape. 
The videotape is the perfect 
documentation of the surgery, and is 
helpful in explaining the procedure to 
the patient or in reviewing the 
procedure if further surgery is required.

In less than one year, an en- 
hanced emergency telephone 
service will be available to 
c o m m unities in wos 1 e r n 
Wayne County. 

Plans to implement the En- 
hanced 911 service are “com- 
ing down the home stretch/ 1 
according to Ann Bollin, execu- 
tive director of the Conference 
of Western Wayne, 

“Most of the preliminary 
work has been completed/' 
Bollin said, “and we are now at 
the point of developing speci- 
fications for the necessary 
equipment and requesting 
bids/ 1 

She said that, although most 
of the preliminary work has 
been completed, the last steps - 
selecting and installing equip- 
ment - are extrememfy impor- 
tant factors. 

Joseph Bcnyo, who is coordi- 
nating the CWW- sponsored 
program, said the service 


should be implemented by the 
projected target date of March, 
1989. 

Because some of the member 
communities border Detroit or 
Oakland County, they may 
“come on line earlier because 
of their tie-in to the other sys- 
tems/ 1 Bollin said, noting that 
Detroit and Oakland County 
launched their Enhanced 911 
program prior to the start of 
the CWW effort. 

Representatives from the 17- 
community CWW attended an 
April 20-21 vendor show at the 
Airport Hilton to evaluate the 
emergency telephone equip- 
ment required to implement 
the Enhanced 911 service. Fol- 
lowing presentations by the va- 
rious vendors, specifications 
will be developed by the CWW 
and the consortium will adver- 
tise a request for bids. 

Equipment was displayed by 
A LI i AT&T) Emergency Sys- 
tems, ITS. West Enterprises, 
Michigan Bell Communica- 
tions, MAI Basic 4 and Data 
Technologies, Inc. 


Benyo noted that because of 
the specialized technology re- 
quired for the emergency sys- 
tem, the number of vendors 
providing the equipment was 
limited. However, he said, the 
vendor show participants were 
able to provide a variety of op- 
tions available for the primary 
and secondary public safety 
answering positions. 

Three options for the public 
safety answering position ser- 
vice were displayed. The first, 
selective routing, had voice 
only without the automatic 
location identification. Thisop^ 
tion requires only a standard 

telephone with adequate addi- 
tional line capacity. The 
second option for the CWW 
communities is selective 
routing and automatic number 
identification, which would re- 
quire an AN1 controller display 
and transfer unit. 

The third option includes 
selective routing, automatic 
number identification and 
automatic location identifica- 
tion with transfer feature. 


Equipment for the third op- 
tion would include an ANl mas- 
ter controller, display and 
transfer unit plus an ALI mas- 
ter controller display and trans- 
fer unit. 

The last two options also re- 
quire a commercial power unit 
which provides for reserve bat- 
tery power and converts AC to 
DC. 

The Enhanced 911 concept 
was developed in 1974 following 
a request by the Chicago police 

and fire departments. Two 
years later, engineers hand- 
crafted a system that passed 

callers 1 telephone numbers to a 
911 computer screen in the 
police department. Later, 
automatic address identifica- 
tion was added, and then a sys- 
tem for selective routing of 

calls was incorporated into the 
system. The full benefits of the 
Enhanced 911 system were 
first in cor ported into the 
emergency system in Orange 
County, Florida, in 1980. 


Townships want spot on map 


State Rep. Gerald Law (R- 
Ply mouth) has introduced a re- 
solution calling for equal repre- 
sent ation for cities and 
townships on state maps and 
highway exit signs. 

Law wants the law to require 
that townships with popula- 
tions of 14,000 or more be recog- 
nized on the maps and signs, 

“According to the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
administrative rules, 
townships traditionally have 
not been indicated on the face 
of state maps or by expressway 
exit signs,” said Law. 

Currently, only incorporated 
villages and cities are desig- 
nated on the maps. 

State transportation depart- 
ment officials say the current 
procedure keeps the map from 


becoming too clutered. But, 
Law believes, people who live 
and work in large townships 
take issue with the practice. 

“Thriving communities, cen- 
ters of growth and develop- 
ment, are being unjustly over- 
looked,” said Law. “Tourists 
and business people coming 
into Michigan can’t locate 
some of the state's most viable 
areas using our maps, and they 
aren’t assisted by our road 
signs. 

“There is usually only a 
small sign along the express- 
way. located a the township 
line, that indicates the name of 
the community. It's as though 
these localities don’t exist/ 1 
Law said. 

The resolution has been re- 
ferred to the Committee on 
House Oversight.

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Youth Corps: County agency has summer jobs for 1,000 


Opportunities for summer 
employment for youths appear 
to be good this year, according 
to Ann Bollm, executive direc- 
tor of the Conference of West- 
ern Wayne, 

She reported that the Private 
Industry Corp. has “more than 
1,000 slots'* for summer jobs in 
two programs - Michigan 
Youth Corps and Michigan 
Summer Youth Training. 

The CWW serves as a liaison 
between PIC, which coordin- 
ates the local job programs. 


and the local municipalities. 
Applications for employment 
are available through the 
offices of area mayors and 
township supervisors. 

Boliin said the programs not 
only provide job training and 
employment to youths, but also 
provide workers for commun- 
ity service projects. For exam- 
ple. Boliin said, CWW com- 
munities have more than 100 
work sites registered for the 
summer work crews. 

“Westland is seeking youths 


to work for the historical com- 
mission. Inkster needs youths 
to work in their recreation cen- 
ter, Dearborn Heights wants 
workers to paint fire hydrants 
and Livonia needs youths to 
help with their property assess- 
ments,” Boliin said. “There 
are a variety of jobs throughout 
the area, and the youths may or 
may not work in their own city 
or township.” 

The summer employment 
begins after the close of schools 
- usually the third week of June 


and continues through the last 
week of August. 

The Michigan Youth Corps, 
which has employed more than 
95,000 young people since it was 
instituted in 1983, is open to ap- 
plicants between the ages of 18 
and 21. The youth must be un- 
employed and a resident of 
Michigan. Applicants from 
household headed by an unem- 
ployed person are given first 
priority and those closest to 21 
years of age are given second 
priority. 


MYC workers earn §3.35 an 
hour. However, in some insL 
antes local community em- 
ployers may incrase the wage, 
according to the CWW 
spokesperson. 

Youths receive employabil- 
ity skills training, including job 
search skills, attending job fair 
and other related activities. 
Participants who have dropped 
out of high school receive 
education assessments plus 
counseling and referral and/or 
placement in appropriate ser- 


vices, Prior to the end of the 
summer employment, all par- 
ticipants ar counseled about 
appropiate education and train- 
ing programs and employment 
opportunities. 

The Summer Youth Training 
and Employment Program for 
young people between the ages 
of 14 and 21 offers remedial 
counseling, training and job 
readiness skills. The program 
is aimed at economieially dis- 
advantaged and handicapped 
youths. 


Youth Corps 
to clear drains

Overgrown drainage ditches - some 
which resemble a forest more than a sys- 
tem for the drainage of storm water - are 
being cleaned by crews from the Alterna- 
tive Community Work Force Program. 

The project has had two positive re- 
sults, according to Wayne County offi- 
cials, First, drains have been cleared to 
allow the run off of water from long- 
neglected drains into sewer systems. 
Second, the program has allowed non- 
violent misdemeanor offenders to pro- 
vide a needed community service as an 
alternative to jail. 

The project, in which some 20 to 25 local 
courts are participating, brings workers 
to two county sites where they are dis- 
patched to their work areas. The con- 
victed misdemeanants participate in the 
work program for a stated period of time 
to serve out their sentences, thereby sav- 
ing jail costs for the community in which 
they were charged and providing a cost- 
effective method of providing community 
services, according to a spokesperson for 
Wayne County Executive Edward McNa- 
mara, who helped to institute the 
program. 

Since the beginning of March, crews 
have been chopping down trees, hauling 
out debris and raking muck from the bot- 
tom of the Grams Drain, according to 
Wayne County officials. When work on the 
Grams Drain is completed, the cr?ws will 
move to the Patterson Drain and then con- 
tinue the program by working on the 
county drains which are in the worst con- 
dition, 

“The condition of these drains is unbe- 
lieveable p ”said McNamara. “Some of 
them haven't been cleaned in 10 years/’ 
McNamara said the drains have been 
used as dumps with “some areas so bad 
the drain is completely blocked off.” 

The open flow through the drains is 
necessary to allow for the drainage of wa- 
ter from storms and spring thaws. If de- 
bris is caught in culverts or the drain is 
stopped up in a particular area, clogging 
is caused upsteam which in turn causes 
the flooding of fields, streets, yards and 
basements. 

County officals noted that during the 
period when the drain commission was in 
operation, local communities were 
charged approximately $50,000 to clean 
each mile of drain. The average cost to 
clean up rural drain has been estimated 
by the state to average $30,000. Since 
Wayne County has targeted the drains as 
a priority worksite for the Alternative 
Community Work Force Program, the 
drain division has reimbursed the prog- 
ram $800 per mile, according to county 
officials. 

School chiefs 
plan strategy 

School board members from about 11 
in-formula school districts in western 
Wayne County are forming a new com- 
mittee. 

The committee will be called “Boards 
unified for funding in schools” with Rick 
Champnella, president of the Southgate 
School Board, as chairman. 

The in-formula boards have come 
together to try to lobby for more funding 
and legislation to help in-formula dis- 
tricts. In-formula districts are those dis- 
tricts that receive state aid. Out-of- 
formula districts are districts which don’t 
receive state aid and are supported solely 
by tax millage levies. 

The new group has also adopted a mis- 
sion statement. 

“The purpose of the organization enti- 
tled ‘Boards unified for funding in 
schools' shall be to coordinate efforts 
among school boards of the state of Michi- 
gan .for the purpose of influencing state 
policy to assure adequacy, stability and 
equity for funding for every pupil enrolled 
in public schools in this state,” 

The next meeting of the new board is 
tonight at 7 p.m. at the Holiday Inn in 
Taylor near Interstate 75. 

School board members and superinten- 
dents from about 12 boards met earlier 
this month to discuss forming the group. 
In-formula district leaders say districts 
do not receive equitable funding and that 
each student is entitled to the same oppor- 
tunities in education.

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Bus service 
faces federal 
budget cuts 

A possible reduction in feder- 
al funding for public mass Iras 
nit systems has officials from 
the Southeastern Michigan 
Transportation Authority and

State police statistics re- 
veal that, in 1986* there were 
287 train- car accidents* re- 
sulting in 22 deaths and 159 
other injuries. In 1987, there 
were 302 such accidents* and 
35 persons lost their lives, 
while 176 were injured, 

No statistics were avail 
able for 1987, 

"In most of these cases, 
people are just not paying 
attention or are in a hurry/ 1 
said CapL Kenneth Casper- 
son* of the Michigan State 
Police* in Lansing. “It is this 
hurry-up attitude of our socie- 
ty that is the cause of many of 
these accidents/' 

In order to cut down on 
train-car accidents, Michigan 
State Police officials last 
week initiated a pilot prog- 
ram called "Trooper on the 
Train/ 1 

A state trooper will be 
assigned to accompany trains 
and engineers leaving the de- 
pot in Allen Park. All police 
departments on (he train 
route will be notified that a 
trooper is aboard via the Law 
Enforcement Information 
Network and will take their 
respective stations.

Michigan lawmakers have all 
but completed work on the most 
comprehensive reform of the 
Michigan criminal and juvenile 
justice system in recent history. 
The 69-bill bipartisan package 
targets drug-related crime, 
juvenile offenders and profes- 
sional criminals. 

Many of the bills in the pack- 
age have already been signed 
into law. Several of these impor- 
tant measures are designed to 
protect our finances and help 
keep us safe in our homes and on . 
the streets. 

The new laws include : 

• Establish penalties including 
jail time for persons who steal 
and illegally use electronic fund 
transfer cards at bank "money 
machines 0 ; 

• Make jail escape a felony and 
allow consecutive sentencing 
for criminals who commit new 
felonies while out on bond or on 
parole ; 

• Extend the rights of restitution 
and notification to victims of 
misdemeanor crimes; 

• Broaden child pornography 
laws to include pictures or films 
intended for private, non- 
commercial iscd and protect 
commercial photofinishers who 
report suspected child-abusive 
materials. 

• Require the courts to consider 
the threat a charged offender 
poses to the public when setting 
bail;

• Create a new crime classifica- 
tion of 'retail theft,” which 
would make it easier to arrest 
shoplifters and allow store own- 
ers to sue them to recover dam- 
ages and costs.

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Cat ordinance was 
poor use of time 

it was almost a year in the making. Fourteen pages of 
“legalese*” 

in a nutshell, the document presented to members of the 
Wayne City Council last week was designed to put the lid on the 
number of stray cats in the city. In reality, the document and 
actions which followed represented a poor use of time and 
money for the city and residents of it. 

The 14-page document was a proposed ordinance drafted by 
city attorneys to address cat ownership by residents. To date, 
cats have not been on par with their canine counterparts and 
have gone “unregulated.” 

Tlie new ordinance would have made it mandatory for resi- 
dents to obtain licenses for their cats, as well as to keep the 
animals on leashes while outdoors. The consideration of a new 
ordinance for cats stems from a May 1987 citizen's complaint 
about the growing problem of eats running loose in the city. 

After months of debate about what should be included in the 
new ordinance, city attorneys developed a plan and presented it 
to members of the council April 19. Fearing the mere size of the 
document and hearing the reaction of residents in the audience 
opposed to the plan, council members threw out the new plan 
and decided to make only four changes in the current ordi- 
nance. 

Such an idea is about one year overdue. 

When the idea of “crackdown” on cats in the city of Wayne 
was first proposed, many laughed and jeered. Others took the 
matter seriously, as they were the ones continually faced with 
the problem of howling cats perched atop their window sills at 
night. 

Wayne council members tiptoed around the issue until De- 
cember, when they considered a ' rough draft" of the plan. It 
was then that we, as a newspaper, called for a clear-cut decision 
on the ordinance - a suggestion some city officials felt was 
made only to exaggerate the issue. 

In February* council members agreed that they must make 
a decision on the issue. A special meeting was staged, and a list 
of the necessities for such an ordinance was outlined. 

Finally, on April 19, the council members decided to abandon 
the work of the 14-page proposed ordinance and return to the 
current city ordinance, which regulates only dogs. Four 
changes are now to be made to the ordinance, including the 
required vaccination and neutering of cats, permission for the 
animal control officer to seize stray cats on the street and 
permission for residents who are having problems with cats to 
request traps. 

The issue of what kind of cat ordinance would best suit the 
city of Wayne is clearly a complex one. Indeed, cats should be 
listed in the city book of rules and regulations as a means of 
controlling the number of the animals and preventing the 
spread of potentially harmful diseases to humans. 

However, common sense must also play a key role in the cat 
ordinance. It would be foolish to think the lone city animal 
control officer would have the upper hand in a cat-and-mouse 
chase to see if the animal was wearing tags and a leash. 

Still, none of these ideas are central to the issue at hand. 

While it is the job of every elected official to exhibit extreme 
caution and care before making decisions, an almost one-year 
delay on the cat ordinance is slightly out of bounds. Council 
members have debated the issue at length for months and have 
spent taxpayers’ money in calling for a 14-page new ordinance 
to be drafted. Throwing the proposed ordinance to the side is 
equal to throwing to the side the money of all taxpayers in the 
city. 

Overall, the decision to make only minor changes in the 
current structure of the law was a wise one It also is one that 
will be less time consuming and less expensive for all involved. 

Maybe the next time an issue of controversy and of such 
widespread affect on residents comes across the council table, 
city officials will act more expeditiously and with greater care. 
In the end, the taxpayers - and their pocket books - wall be the 
winners. 

Police effort is positive 

State and local police officials last week launched a new 
program designed to curb the number of train-car collisions 
and ticket those who evade railroad crossing gates and signals. 
Police representatives in Van Buren Township, Belleville and 
Romulus will be participating in the effort. 

We laud the innovators of the idea and wish those who must 
implement it success. We also urge motorists to heed the new 
warnings of the police officials and learn to wait patiently at the 
crossings.

Truck legislation 
benefits motorists 

I was very pleased to see the 
story in the Associated Newspap- 
ers titled “New Truck Legislation 
Sought (March 30). This issue has 
become critical for Michigan 
motorists, as the rate of accidents 
involving trucks has increased 
dramatically in recent years. 

While the causes of this in- 
crease are debatable and multi- 
faceted, there is no question ab- 
out the existence of a problem - 
it's there and needs to be dealt 
with! 

Toward this end, 1 recently in- 
troduced a series of bills which 
would address the truck-safety 
problem in a comprehensive 
manager. For example, like the 
AAA legislative program, my 
bills call for restricting trucks to 
the right lane on freeways (ex- 
cept when passing or entering or 
exiting), requiring that loose 
loads (such as gravel) be securely 
covered, establishing a fund to 
enhance enforcement of trucking 
laws and increasing overweight 
fines to pay for this enforcement. 

This legislation is currently be- 
fore the state Senate Committee 
on State Affairs, Tourism and 
Transportation. Hearing are pre- 
sently being staged, and I expect 
these bills to be before the full 
Senate by the end of this month. It 
is my hope that the package will 
be on the Governor's desk before 
the Legislature breaks for the 
summer. With this accom- 
plished, we will have made great 
strides in ensuring the safety of

Chiasson: County parks director still very young at heart

Vic Chiasson is still thinking about what he wants 
to be when he grows up. 

For now, he is director of special events for the 
Wayne County Parks System. 

Chiasson, 3fi, has planned events for children of all 
ages, including the annual county Mud Day, the 
Great Marshmallow Drop, the tug-of-war across the 
Detroit River and the “Saturday in the Park” series. 

A resident of the city of Wayne, Chiasson has 
worked for recreation departments in Oakland 
County, the city of Wayne and, now, for Wayne Coun- 
ty. Friday was his third-year anniversary with 
Wayne County. 

Originally from Trenton, Chiasson earned his 
bachelor's and master's degrees at Central Michi- 
gan University and began working full time in 1974 
for Oakland County Parks and Recreation, in Pon- 
tiac, In 1979, he went to work for the city of Wayne 
and, after six years, took the job with Waynfe County. 

ASSOCIATED NEWSPAPERS: How did you get in- 
volved in this business ? 

CHIASSON: My first position in Oakland County, I 
was a recreation supervisor. I was in charge of a 
new program that was a mobile recreation prog- 
ram. We had a bunch of trailers. We had one that 
was a skate-mobile that had like 200 pair of roller 
skates. We would go down into a playground area 
and set up a portable skating area. It was a unique 
program. 

We also had a swim-mobile and a puppet-mobile 
that had traveling puppet shows. 

Then I moved into the special event programs. 
What we have to do in a county agency is different 
from a city agency because all the city programs 
around here are very, very good programs. So we 
don't try to do anything that competes with what 
they do. Because if we do the same sort of programs 
that the city is doing, we have to compete with them 
to get people to come to our events. It forces us to be 
a little bit different, so we have to come up with, 
shall we say, at times a little bizarre events. 

ANP: Have you always wanted to work in the re- 
creation field? 

CHIASSON: 1 think so. When I was a kid, I was the 
type of kid who used to go to the playground prog- 
ram. rd be there the minute the equipment box 
opened up. Vd go home for lunch for 15 minutes, and 
then I'd come back. So I was always at the play- 
ground, and even when I was at the playground, I 
was involved in everything that was there. 

I was a playground leader in Trenton, The real 
key move to me being in this field professionally 


probably happened when Ted Plaza, who is the sum- 
mer supervisor over all the programs (he was over 
the playgrounds, the swimming pool and all the 
programs) had an opening when someone left to go 
back to college. He put me into an assistant super- 
visor's role. Once 1 did that, I knew that was kind of 
what I wanted to do. 

1 still find it's fun to do these kinds of things. I'm 
getting older and have children of my own now, but I 
still have fun doing these kinds of events, 

ANP; How do you come up with your ideas? 

CHIASSON: 1 really don’t know. I guess it's similar 
to what you do when you're putting a story together. 
You have a general concept or an idea. We are getting 
real specific with ideas now. We are talking 
about trying to program different activities for 
different ages. I’ll give you an example of one. 

The marshmallow' drop is the event I've done for 
10 years. The first time I did it I did it in Oakland 
County, Then I started it for the city of Wayne. The 
fact that the city of Wayne still does it shows it's a 
great program. So I'm happy that they are still 
doing it. 

It came about when we were sitting around talking 
about doing an event for Easter. So we kept talking 
about what the traditional events are - the Easter 
egg hunts and things. So we just kept talking about 
things. 

Then , somebody had heard of an event where they 
dropped ping pong balls out of a helicopter. So we

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kept thinking about it. Then 1 
said, “Well, we can drop some- 
thing out a helicopter* but we 
don't want to drop something 
like ping pong balls. 1 ' And we 
said it should be something 
soft- We started talking about 
Easter* and we started talking 
about colors. 

The next thing I said is. 
“Well, let’s drop marshmal- 
lows - marshmallows come in 
colors.” It sort of evolved into 
that. A lot of ideas just come 
after we sit around and talk. 

The program that probably 
took me the longest to do and 
probably has been the biggest 
challenge of any that I've done 
is the tug-of-war across the De- 
troit River Basically, it took 
me six months to plan a six- 
minute event. To put it all 
together, to go to the Coast 
Guard and say, “Listen* could 
you close the river for us be- 
cause we want to put a rope 
across the Detroit River and 
have a tug-of-war?’ 1 They just 
basically look at you and say, 
“Sure/* 

Where that idea came from is 
I have a lot of relatives in Cana- 
da, My parents are both true 
French-Canadians. We used to 
go to Windsor and visit my aunt 
a lot. We used to always go over 


the bridge. As we used to drive 
over the bridge when I was 
small. I said. “Gee. we could do 
a tug-of-war across the Detroit 
River.” 

Well, you know you say that 
out loud sometimes and you 
just don't quite believe it any- 
way, Now because of the Inter- 
na lional Freedom Festival* we 
do that event as part of it. It fits 
within their program very* 
very well. 

We also do an event here cal- 
led “Gone FishinV How that 
started was we were sitting 
around talking about what 
grandparents day and what 
grandparents and grandkids 
do together. 1 said. “Well, they 
go fishing. Let’s tie in some- 
thing to what they do.” 

ANP: H ere you involved with 
Mud Day also? 

CHAISSON: Yeah* in fact 
that’s my trophy from Mud 
Day on the wall (a muddy 
shirt). I decided not to even try 
to wash it. Mud days have been 
done on playgrounds in areas 
all over for a long time. The 
twist that we added to mud day 
that I think makes it kind of 
special is crowning a Mr. and 
Ms, Mud. 

The whole idea behind this 
was that kids love to play in the 
mud already. It gives them an 
opportunity to be able to do it 
and have a big, fat mud pit for 


them. While the mothers were 
questioning whether that was 
the smartest thing to do. I think 
a lot of the kids had fun with it. 
We’ve done it the past few 
years the Wednesday after 
Easter because the kids are out 
of school that week after Eas- 
ter - that's always like their 
spring break. We thought 
around mid-week that parents 
would be able to use a break. 
That’s why we scheduled it 

then. 

I focus on holidays. One prog- 
ram in Wayne was the “I'm 
Dreaming of a White Christ- 
mas” raffle. It was started in 
Wayne about 1980 or 1981 Kids 
would write in 25 words or less 
why they were dreaming of a 
white Christmas. If there's 
snow on Christmas, everybody 
wins. If there's no snow, what 
we do is take a truck load of ice 
shavings over to the winner's 
house and dumped it on their 
lawn. That program worked 
out pretty well. 

ANP: Do children help you 
come up with ideas ? 

CHAISSON: One child gave us 
an idea for an event after we 
built the beach volleyball 
courts. Volleyball is growing 
by leaps and bounds in local re- 
creation departments* A lot of 
people would like to play 
throughout the year. 

We did a program last year 
with WNIC. They wanted to 
have an “end to summer” par- 


ty* so we built volleyball 
courts. Then, an 11 -year-old 
built a beautiful sand castle. 
We have a new event this year. 
It's called “We're building cas- 
tles in the sand,” 

We are going to do it the last 
weekend in July. The co- 
sponsor for it is the American 
Institute of Architects, Detroit 
chapter. They will be judging 
the sand castles. On Saturday* 
it will be for the kids and, on 
Sunday, for the adults. 

ANP: What do you find most 
rewarding about your job? 

CHIASSON: Well* you get to 
see the results of what you do. 
You're planning out what 
you’re anticipating and what 
you’re hoping people will like, I 
think one of the rewards is 
going to a marshmallow drop 
and seeing the little kids pick 
up their marshmallows and 
bring them in to get their little 
toy. 

In Mud Day, you get to see 
the grin on their faces when 
they get to jump in the mud. I 
think the benefits and the re- 
wards are that when the events 
happen you get to see people 
participating in something that 
you dreamed they would enjoy, 

I get to create something and 
then actually get to see it hap- 
pen. I think that’s what is re- 
warding, Even though I have 
done them year after year, I 
still get the same kick out of it.

Office practices take 


Educators still 
stress the basics

Secretaries have "come a long way” 
from the days when they were thought 
to be just a pretty face. 

Educators in the secretarial field 
agree that now it is almost essential for 
a preson interested in becoming a secret- 
ary to pursue post-high school secreta- 
rial training. 

"They need to polish their skills and 
perhaps select a specific type of sec- 
retarial work,” said Barbara Lazzara* 
a secretarial instructor at Dorsey Busi- 
ness School/n Wayne. 

She said with the advent of new tech- 
nology, secretaries are now faced with 
a world of personal computers, charts, 
graphs and much bigger demands from 
executives. 


GeorgeAnn Stallings, a secretarial in- 
structor at Wayne Community College, 
said high schools are doing a very good 
job in handling the new technology, but 
additional training is necessary. 

Stallings said no secretary should be 
without the old-fashioned, basic skills - 
because many of those skills are still 
used in the modern world. 

Filing techniques, she said, always 
come in handy. And although a mana- 
ger seldom asks a secretary to take 
shorthand, it’s a valuable skill to have. 

Stallings and Lazzara also agreed 
that there is a much greater need for 
secretaries to sharpen their decision- 
making and communication skills. They 
said more and more often, secretaries 
are asked to take on projects entirely 
on their own. 

Lazzara said a step from secretary to 
administrative assistant is not unlikely 

With these increased skills, however, 
there is some additional concern. 

"We, as educators, are concerned 
that salaries are not in line with the 
skills required," Stallings said.

It has been claimed as the sec- 
ret creation and recipe of many 
a chef,,. but I suspect it has been 
around for many years although 
there aren’t too many varia- 
tions on this recipe for it In all 
dessertdom. I suspect that this 
mav truly be the most irresist- 
able. 

This recipe has been tested 
- and will work without fail if fob 
lowed exactly to result in an 
absolutely heavenly treat. 
Enjoy! 

Chocolate angel pie 

CRUST 

4 egg whites (reserve yolks for 
filling) 

174 teaspoon cream of tartar 
{be sure it is fresh) 

I cup granulated sugar 

Preheat oven to 275 degrees. 
Whip the egg whites until foamy. 
Add the cream of tartar and con- 
tinue beating. Add the sugar 
gradually, beating all the while. 
Continue beating until the egg 
whites are stiff. Spread the mix- 
ture evenly and as smoothly as 
possible on the bottom and sides 
of a 9-inch pie plate, buttered 
lightly. Build up the sides care- 
fully so the shell will hold the 
filling. Bake the meringue at 275 
degrees for one hour. Remove 
from the oven and cool. The 
crust should be lightly browned. 
When cool f it will crack slightly, 
Uke a macaroon. 

FILLING 

12 ounces semisweet chocolate 
1/4 cup hot water 
1 1/2 tablespoons instant pow- 
dered coffee 

1 cup heavy cream 

2 Tablespoons Kahlua 

Melt the chocolate in hot water 
in the top of a double boiler. Add 
coffee to chocolate mixture, 
blend well and cool. Whip the 
cream with the Kahlua and fold 
into mixture. Spoon into 
meringue shell. Refrigerate for 
four to five hours 

TOPPING 

1 cup heavy cream 
4 tablespoons sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 pint fresh strawberries, 
washed and drained, then hul- 
led and dried. (Do this just be- 
fore you are ready to use them 
so they do not become water- 
logged) 

1 19-ounce bar bitter or semi- 
sweet chocolate for shaving 

Beat the cream with the sugar 
and vanilla until it is stiff. Spread 
it over the top of the filling, swirl- 
ing it attractively with a spatula. 
Just before serving, garnish with 
the strawberries, and grate curls 
of chocolate over the entire pie. 

And, while discussing the 
very best in dessert treats, 
there is a pie shell known far 
and wide by really excellent 
cooks as a simple, but sup- 
remely elegant base for sever- 
al desserts. This heavenly 
creation can be filling with 
chocolate pudding, mousse or 
softened ice cream and chilled 
to provide a really wonderful 
dessert. 

Once again, my apologies to 
all the dieters, but I just can't 
help myself.

Local residents to compete in cook-off

S ome like it hot. 

At least, Ron 
Cubberly, of Belle- 
ville, and several of 
his competitors in 
the annual Great 

Chili Cook-off do. 

■ The event will be 
H staged April 30 and 
May 1 at the Saline Farm Council 
grounds, in Saline. 

The cook-off is a benefit for the 
National Kidney Foundation. 

At the cook-off this year, 120 chi’ 
li cooks plan to compete - 80 on 
Saturday and 40 on Sunday. The 
Saturday event is a sanctioned 
one, meaning beans and other fil- 
lers can’t be used in the recipes. 

On Sunday, however, the '‘re- 
negade cook-off’ is scheduled - 
and that means anything goes, 

In the Saturday competition, 
cooks will compete for airfare and 
the honor of attending the Interna- 
tional Chili Society Cookoff, to be 
staged in California in October. 

On Sunday, cooks will be com- 
peting for a trip to Mackinac Is- 
land and a guaranteed slot in the 
sanctioned cook-off next year. 

The public can sample chili for 
25 cents per cup. 

Cubberly will be pitting his own 
Green River Chili against Red 
Wing Chili, Classic Chili and - 


ready or not - Tongue Torture, 

This is the Belleville resident's 
second chance to compete in the 
event. 

"When you travel around from 
area to area, you find the taste in 
chili is quite different," Cubberly 
said. 

He and his wife have traveled to 
Kentucky. Ohio and across Michi- 
gan, competing in the cook-offs. 
They plan to compete in Windsor 
and hope to make the International 
cook-off in California. 

During the years, Cubberly be- 
gan chopping his vegetables more 
finely and began using less of the 
tomato products in his recipes, 

"That seems like the require- 
ment for real, award-winning chili. 
They don’t like to see real visible - 
vegetables and don’t want a real 
red chili product," Cubberly said. 

Cubberly and his wife practice 
their recipes regularly at Shane's 
restaurant, in Ypsilanti. 

Cubberly said his secret to good 
chili is tender meat that will cook 
to being tender in three hours (the 
time limit at the cook-off), 

"We use sirloin tip. We also use 
a well-balanced blend of spices - 
nothing overpowering and nothing 
lacking," he said. 

Cubberly said his chili is about 
medium on the hotness scale. 

"They seem to like it that way. 
Real- hot chili doesn't seem to win. 
It kind of overpowers the flavor," 


he explained, 

Cubberly also has a cooking sup- 
port act in Terry Amyx and the 
Green River Band, which will be 
performing during the cook-off and 
also helping with the cooking.

High-tech firm 
takes off for 
area resident

Eddie Harmon has a high-tech job He 
is the owner of N/C Servo Technology 
Corp. , a company that is involved in robo- 
tic and flight simulator repair. 

The company, located on Webb Road in 
Westland, is the only one that does this 
kind of work. And Harmon didn’t have the 
advantage of going to a major university 
and learning about robotic repair. 

11 They didn't have classes because it 
was a new field," said Harmon, who 
started his company in Dearborn in 1975, 

M I took classes that were related but I 
basically taught myself. I have always 
enjoyed high-tech work, and 1 like repair- 
ing things that other people caiVt.” 

Because Harmon’s company is the only 
one that does this type of work, it gets 
orders from all over the United States. 

Harmon said the company has done 
work for NASA, Lockheed Aircraft Corp., 
which is based in Burbank Calif, and 
Link-Singer Corp.. a flight simulator 
company. 

“We have also done work for auto 
plants, general machine shops and some 
universities, 1 ’ said Harmon, who employs 
15 people at his 12,000-square-foot West- 
land facility. 

The company, which also does repair 
work on electronic circuit boards and 
hydraulic pumps and motors, began op- 
eration in Dearborn in 1975 and moved to 
Garden City in January 1982, Harmon 
moved the company to its current location 
in November 1987, 


“We chose Westland because we were 
promised a nine-year tax break, ” said 
Harmon. “We only got seven and I had to 
fight for that. But 1 am happy with West- 
land." 

Harmon is also happy that the company 
continues to grow and make money, 
“This will be our best year." said Har- 
mon, “We have shown continual growth 
every year and I project our profits will be 
up 15 percent this year. We also have nev- 


er laid off any employees." 

And the employees, according to Har- 
mon, are the best. 

“They are quality people who do very 
good work,” he said. “We repair a lot of 
electronic machines without schematics 
or documentations which is very hard. We 
look at the unit and figure out what it does 
and then what is wrong with it." 

And if they can’t fix it, there aren't many 
places around that could.

The April 15 tax deadline 
has passed. But that is no 
reason to stop thinking about 
taxes and financial planning, 
tax experts say. 

People don’t think about 
their tax returns all year, but 
they should, according to 
Tom Wilde, district manager 
of H and R Block. 

Wilde said taxpayers need 
to look at how much interest 
they are paying. The deducti- 
bility of consumer credit is 
decreasing. If someone is 
paying $1,000 in consumer 
credit, he will lose the deduc- 
tion on $650 for the 1988 tax 
year, 

“It’s also important to look 
at that W*4 form,” Wilde said. 

Taxpayers should take a 
look at whether their with- 
holdings are allowing them to 
break even or receive a large 
refund, Wilde explained. 

It’s especially important to 
consider the W-4 form if there 
are changes during the year, 
such as a job change and a 
wife getting a part-time job, 
Wilde said. 

” Otherwise, you will wind 
up with some interesting sur- 


prises,” Wilde said. 

In many cases, the tax- 
payers who receive large re- 
funds would have been better 
off changing their exemptions 
to have that money spread 
throughout the y£ar, Wilde 
said. 

Although the Internal Re- 
venue Service decided 
against penalizing taxpayers 
for not claiming the correct 
amount of exemptions, that 


could change for 1988, Wilde 
said. 

“They did waive it because 
of mass confusion. But I don’t 
know w r hat they will do with 
1988,” he said. 

”The important thing is for 
people to think about their tax 
returns and look at their op- 
tions all through the year,” 
Wilde continued. 

Robert Reeny, owner of 
Financial Planning Services, 


in Wayne, recommends that 
taxpayers look at what hap- 
pened to them this year to 
learn how to prepare for Tax 
Day next year. 

With the loss of sales tax as 
a deduction and the partial 
loss of credit card interest, 
taxpayers should be aware of 
how they are spending 
money, Beeny said. 

“Try to minimize your cre- 
dit purchases. It’s not that de- 
duct i b 1 e any more,” said 
Beeny. 

People that have large in- 
come s can also look for ways 
* to shelter that income, Beeny 
said. 

“There are ways of shelter- 
ing if you pick the right invest- 
ments,” 

A lot of people were con- 
fused by a ruling on individual 
retirement accounts, Beeny 
said. 

‘‘They thought they 
wouldn’t get a deduction. But 
that depends on gross income 
and whether or not you have a 
pension plan,” said Beeny. 

Taxpayers who don’t have a 
pension plan and who make 
less than $40,000 or between 
$40,000 and $50,000 a year are

Gold and silver investors may sell 


It appears that the Federal 
Reserve Board feels that the ac- 
tion of the Open Market Com- 
mittee is sufficient to meet the 
current market needs. The mar- 
ket reaction to rumors and spe- 
culations has reduced the press- 
ure for the Fed to actively in- 
teract with the market. 

Some increased consumer 
spending, a slight decrease in 
capacity utilization and adequ- 
ate inventories will allow the 
Fed to continue to sit on the side- 
lines. The yields on bonds and 
utility issues are now very 
attractive and will generate 
some buying enthusiasm. 

However, an equal amount of 
selling pressure will hold in- 
terest rates to a narrow range. 
Gold and silver holders are be- 
coming less convinced that in- 
flation is a near-term factor and 
may be reducing their inventor- 
ies, causing a downward price 
move. 

For this week, the short-term 
traders will be divided between 
buyers and sellers. The market 
may lack any early session 



direction but may slip lower. 
Light volume will help traders 
determine that buying is the 
right action, and the market will 
ease higher. 

Intermediate- and long-term 
traders will use any market 
strength to move to the side- 
lines. 

This market will open mixed 
and drift to the downside. This 
week, the market is looking for 
leadership that will cause a 
breakout - but that may not be 
available this session. 

By mid-session, some buying, 
in anticipation of a rally, will 
give the appearance of market 
strength. But it will lack staying 
power. At this point, the market 
is waiting for something and is 


divided on what that something 

is*

allow the market to close on an 
uptick,

Reserving the reception hall is first, cakes and creativeness can wait 


T he hall is first order of 
business when planning 
for a wedding, according 
to Joanne LaForest, ban- 
quet manager of the Mayflower 
Hotel, in Plymouth, 

The hall should be booked im- 
mediately after the church has been 
chosen. 

“The hall should be booked at least 
one year in advance,” LaForest said. 
"I'm already booking some dates in 
1989.” 


Couples looking for a hall should 
do so carefully, LaForest said. Some 
halls offer features that others do 
not. As in all wedding planning, the 
key advice is to “shop around,” 
LaForest said. 

To rent halls at the Mayflower, a 
$700 service fee is required. The fee 
pays for the hall , a room for the 
bride and groom, breakfast at the 
hotel the next morning, a coat-room 
attendant, a doorman, engraved cake 
knives, all flowers and decorations 


and the bride's choice of color for the 
hall. 

The meal fee is extra. 

"Our dinners run $14, $16 or $18 
per person, and we have just a sit 
down, Iti general, dinners normally 
range $12 to $24 per person. Bars 
usually run $G to $10 iK*r person,” 
LaForest said. 

The Mayflower requires that the 
service foe be paid the day the hall is 
booked. The balance is due the night 


of the wedding, 

A few area halls offer complete 
wedding packages - disc jockey, 
food, wedding cake and printing 
needs. The Grande Ballroom, in 
Westland, is such a business. 

The Grande Ballroom offers a DJ, 
printing needs, the food, a 4,(X)0- 
square-foot dance floor and the hall, 
according to Grande Ballroom owner

FINE TOUCH 

A break from tradition can mean floral beauty and printing savings

florists suggest trying arrange- 
ments that include more than the 
standard irises and carnations, anp

F loral beauty does not have 
to be traditional. Even at 
a wedding. 

To spice up the event, 
Eleanor Gagel, floral designer at 
Garden City Florists, in Garden City, 
suggests experimentation and new 
ideas. 

Gagel, who has been in the floral 
business almost seven years, said 
wedding flowers have bordered on 
traditional and contemporary. Tradi- 
tional flowers, such as roses and 
carnations, are still very popular. 

But exotic flowers, such as orchids, 
irises and gardenias, are coming of 
age, Gagel said. 

“People are going for the roses 
and carnations. The bridal bouquet 
usually has the roses, Roses and 
carnations are usually for the ushers, 
the father and the groom,” Gagel 
said, “Some of the corsages for the 
women may have all roses./ ' 
Attendants, the groom, the father 
and the grandfather normally have a 
very simple boutonniere. The 
groom's may be somewhat more 
elaborate. 

For the women in the wedding, 
bridesmaids either carry presenta- 


tions - a dozen roses or carnations - 
or a bouquet of flowers, Gagel said, 

“With the bride carrying a bou- 
quet, you don't want to take away 
from the bride, because she's sup- 
posed to stand out," Gagel said. 

Mothers of the bride and groom 
typically wear a wrist corsage, which 
includes either an orchid, carnations 
or roses. 

To break away from tradition, silk 
flowers can fit the bill - in both the 
aesthetic and financial respects. 

“The silk is something they can 
keep In silk, you can get almost any 
type of flower you want.” 

One problem with purchasing silk 
flowers, however, is that prices are 
somewhat higher than real flowers, 
Gagel said. 

Flowers for the bridesmaids are 
generally $18 for arrangements, $8, 
$10 and $15 for corsages. Boutonniers 
for the groomsmen are about $2.50 or 
$3.50. 

“We like to find out what their 
budget is so we can work with them. 
We like to find them the flowers that 
can match their budget/' 

Practical printing 

Choosing a printer for wedding in- 
vitations isn't as easy as writing your 
name. Several options, styles and 


prices await the bridal couple, 
according to Dennis LeMaitre, owner 
of U,S. Print, Inc., of Westland. 

To start off, die couple should 
write down all correct information 
needed on invitations, reception 
cards or thank you notes. This will 
ensure that the printed materials will 
be accurate, LeMaitre said. 

“After a couple has given the in- 
formation, they should pick out the 
type of invitation they want and a set 
price range they want to work with,” 
LeMaitre said. “After that, we word 
the verses, and they choose the col- 
ors. We are skilled in making and 
helping them with their decisions. ” 

Printing needs don’t end with in- 
vitation and reception cards, howev- 
er. Also available are napkins, recep- 
tion scrolls, cake boxes and matches. 

Invitation and response cards 
generally cost between $150 to $200. 
Printing orders are typically made in 
groups of 25 items, with a minimum 
order of 25. Average cost for printing 
needs for weddings is between $300 
and $400, LeMaitre said. 

And don't forget about postage. 

And don't forget to be courteous af- 
ter the wedding, LeMaitre said. 

“Thank-yous should be sent out im- 
mediately after the couple returns 
from the honeymoon/ ’■ 
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Well help plan the perfect wedding recep- 
tion that your guests will remember long 
after the evening ends. Let us help you ex- 
press the elegance of your most important 
day with a surprisingly affordable reception.

Fate of memories in hands of photographer

P lanning the photography 
for a wedding isn’t as 
easy as saying 
"cheese/' David Nelson, 
owner of Nelson Photography, 
Romulus, stakes his career on it 
Nelson - a graduate of the 
Brooks Institude, in Santa Bar- 
bara, Calif., where he obtained a 
bachelor's degree in scientific 
photography - said many couples 
aren't aware of the many pitfalls 
of wedding photography - until it 
is too late. Nelson’s advice is sim- 
ple: be aware of the gimmicks. 

"Don't let the photographers pull 
wool over your eyes,” said Nelson, 
a 10-year veteran of photography. 
"Check out a photographer thor- 
ougly, and really see what you are 
getting. It's incredible. 

"Sometimes people get an inex- 
perienced amateur photographer 
with a 35 mm camera to shoot for 
their wedding and pay top-doll ar 
for it. It is really horrible.” 

Before chosing a photographer, 
couples planning a wedding should 
evaluate the photographer's per- 
sonal relations and communication 
skills, his credibility, reputation 
and qualifications. Nelson said. 


In addition, a quick check of the 
photographer’s camera equipment 
and lighting might "sell " the cou- 
ple on his skills - or encourage the 
couple to continue shopping 
around. Reviewing the photo- 
grapher's most recent book of 
wedding portraits can also be 
useful.

A ppropriate style are the watchwords for women's 
bridal fashions in the 1980s. 

Carol Kuffel owner of Beginnings ... A Bridal 
Shop, in Plymouth, said traditional straight gowns 
with detachable trains are becoming very popular. The 
harem-bottom dress - dresses with a bubble - have also in- 
creased in popularity. 

For colors, Kuffel said* white and ivory remain very 
popular. Although one customer purchased a “Michigan 
State green*' dress, pink and blue dresses do not sell at the 
store. 

Brides nationwide choose veils instead of hats. Gloves 
are no longer popular, Kuffel said. 

But at Lina’s Bridal in Plymouth, Nanei DelFignore, 
has been selling many pink gowns. Other popular styles 
are sheath-style dresses, with puffed sleeves and lightly 
beaded. 

Hats are out of style. DelFignore will admit. But head- 
pieces with long veils are very popular. 

Typically for the mothers and bridesmaids, Kuffel said, 
tea -length dresses are the norm. But, she continued, some 
styles change frequently. 

“Many more dresses are being shorter for the mother 
now. Mothers are wanting the shorter dresses,*' Kuffel 
said. “The grandmother wears the ‘grandmother dress/ 
They want the traditional grandmother dress that covers 
them up. The brides now are wanting something they saw 
their mothers married in/’ 

Bridal dress prices, Kuffel said, typically start at $400. 
Headpieces average about $110. 

Bridesmaids pay about $110 for their dress, while the 
mothers’ and grandmothers’ dresses are about the same 
price. 

Gowns should be purchased four to eight months before 
the wedding. This allows time for “surprises/* both bridal 
store experts said.

And for the groom? 

"Shop around and be careful" are the words of advice 
men* formal wear experts give to the groom-to-be. 

Loretta Adomeit, manager of Lapointe's Formal Wear 
and Costumes, in Garden City, said men should be choosy 
when looking for a wedding outfit. 

"Most formal-wear stores offer a discount or a free tux 
for the groom if there are a certain number of people 
ordering. But be careful about places that offer free trips. 
Those can be very sneaky. Read the fine print on those 
offers," Adomeit said. "Check to see the store’s attitudes, 
and see if you are taken care of and helped. 

"Take time, look around the store and look for quality 
service. Some people complain about poor service they’ve 
had from other tuxedo rental places." 

Customers should be treated with extreme courtesy, 
Adomeit said. Couples should look for a place that carries 
all of the styles and colors they want for the wedding. 

“Most of it is just common sense to look around. But go 
into a place and ask lots of questions. Kind the deals. Ask 
for a catalog, and see what is offered." 

Measurements should be taken about two weeks before 
the wedding, Most stores, Adomeit said, offer out-of-state 
measurement cards for long-distance members of the wed- 
ding party. 

When ordering the tux. Adomeit warns couples not to 
look at brides’ magazines for examples. 

"Be very careful about those magazines. Brides’ maga- 
zines are very deceptive. Some tuxes are specially made 
for a particular photo, and, sometimes, the suit is only 
made once. Some don’t even exist," Adomeit said. 

Men tying the knot this year are wearing white, ivory 
and silver colors, with tails, cummerbunds and bow ties. 
Typically, the groomsmen are basically dressed in the 
same attire as the groom - with a possible small variation. 

Prices vary according to styles and the amount of items 
needed. Men can expect to pay between $45 and $95 for 
popular tuxedo brands, such as Pierre Cardin, the Dynasty 
Collection by After Six, Miami Vice and Lord West, 
Adomeit said. 

The rental period is normally 24 hours. Some places re- 
quire a refundable security deposit. Most payments are 
due the day the suits are picked up.B

cake would cost between $1,500 and 
$3,00. The price does not include alco- 
holic beverages.

“Men and women are choosing 
together now. Before, the man would 
go and surprise the lady, ,T Zucker- 
man said 

The most popular rings are the 
wedding sets. Diamonds are still 
very popular for the women - with 
the average carat size of .50 or less. 

Men, Zuckerman said, still prefer 
wedding bands. Rut, she continued, 
they also more and more are choos- 
ing two rings - one plain gold band 
for work and another w r ith diamonds 
for after work. 

Marquise-shaped diamonds are the 
most popular for brides Rut they are 
also 20 tKTccnl more expensive than 
other cuts of diamonds because of 
the supply and demand for them 
“We're getting more middle-aged 
people coming in and purchasing the 
ring. We're not getting as many 18- 
y ear-olds coming in and buying," 
said Zuckerman, who added that di- 
amond prices have increased 20 per- 
cent since last July.

PLANNING AHEAD 

Key to happy marriage is proper planning in finances and personalities

mancial planning is a pre- 
wedding task for the bride 
and groom. It's also one of 
the most important. 

Bill Haley, financial planner at 
Money Concepts, in Westland, said 
couples should perform a financial 
analysis for their wedding plans and 
future life together. 

'"They need to set up a budget. 

They also need to plan ahead and see 
what expenses will be there,” Haley 
said. ‘They should go through every- 
thing that they will have monthly 
payments for. Go through the pre- 
vious years expenses and base it on 
that somewhat.” 

The first year of the marriage is 
id ways the toughest financially, 

Haley said. The couple is normally 
not prepared for a budget, bills 
and regular payments. 

To help them, Haley suggests that 
records be kept of ail expenditures. 
This will enable the two to see where 
too much of their funds are being 
spent and what the budget is lacking. 

“The biggest thing a couple should 
do is to keep records and see where 
their income is going. That way, they 
can set up their budget by the pre- 


vious year’s expenditures,” Haley 
said. 

The budget should be ready for use 
in January. 

Boh Beeny, owner of Financial 
Planning Services, in Wayne, said 
couples should also discuss their fi- 
nances before and after marriage. 

Beeny said couples should begin 
saving money for marriage long be- 
fore the wedding ceremony. 

“Young couples spend a lot of 
money now. They have to sit down 
and set goals. They have to save 
money for those long-term goals,” 
Beeny said. 

He suggests opening an individual 
retirement account or investing in 
mutual funds. 

“IPs never too early to start saving 
for retirement or the kids’ education. 
It’s definitely better to start saving 
early.” 

Another way of saving money, 
Haley said, is for couples to simply 
stop spending money on “not 
needed” items. 

“An emergency fund should be 
easily accessible to the couple. It 
should consist of at least $1,500 in 
emergency funds,”

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ing out if your mate leaves the tooth- 
paste cap on or off. Much more, 
according to a local sociologist, 

Dr. Patricia Ryan, a sociology pro- 
fessor at Eastern Michigan Universi- 
ty, said getting married can produce 
a great amount of stress for the 
bride, the groom and members of 
their families. It is p time when the 
couple will see each other at their 
best - and worst. 

“Getting married can produce a 
lot of stress, even when there is 


something happy that has hap- 
pened,' Ryan said. “Sometimes, 
there is a feeling of a loss. Things 
won't be now as they were. As we 
begin to relax, we begin to find 
things with each other that we didn’t 
know.” 

Typically, couples finally adjust to 
each other after about one to one and 
one-half years of marriage, Ryan 
said. After the “probationary 
period,” the two begin to develop a 
pattern of how they can best live 
with each other. ■

Newlyweds urged to invest early 
by using money for a new home

WEDDING EXPERTS 


T o buy or to rent? Thai is 
the question facing most 
newlywed couples. 

If the couples follow Ted 
Mailin' s advice, they will buy a 
home 

Martin* a broker at Earl Keim 
Realty, in Westland, said it is ideal 
for newlywed couples to buy a home. 
Home buyers, unlike apartment ren- 
ters, can build equity, and the prop- 
erty tax is tax deductible, Martin 
said. 

“It's your own home. You don't 
have to listen to next door's toilet 
flushing, the stereo playing, other 
conversations going on. Martin said. 
“Buying a home is a kind of forced 
savings account with the equity). 

The savings happens automatically ." 

Martin said couples with a com- 
bined income of at least $30,000 per 
year should consider buying. 

Bill Haley, financial planner at 
Money Concepts, in Westland, 
agreed. However, couples should 
only spend one-quarter of their com- 
bined monthly income on housing. 

“Couples need to shop around for a 
good neighborhood. They should 
check with neighbors to find out high 
points and problems in the area," 
Haley said. “Look for something 
affordable. Sometimes, you can go 


into something less - like a mobile 
home for rent." 

But, Haley said, couples should de- 
finitely look into homes. Many new 
lyweds do not have money for a 
downpayment on a home. Neverthe- 
less, there are alternatives, accord- 
ing to the financial planner. 

“Couples can look for affordable, 
small starter homes. Their first 
home doesn't mean they're going to 
live there the rest of their lives. It s 
more of a preference of where to 
live," Haley said. “It's wise to shop 
around and see what's available. 
Sometimes, you can pay less rent for 
a house than an apartment." 

Most apartments, Haley said, re- 
quire a security deposit (which is re- 
fundable), Credit checks are usually 
done on the couple. For a house, he 
said, if the two are not deeply in 
debt, “they're more than apt to qual- 
ify for a home loan." 

A monthly house payment for a 
starter home in the Wayne County 
area is typically about $600 per 
month, excluding utilities, Haley 
said, 

“There's no point in waiting to buy 
a house if you have the money . The 
rates seem to be at a low point right 
now," he continued ■
